| Peace, good Order-and Government of the faid City, as 
| relates tothe making or pafling of Adts, Orders or Or- 
dinances in common Coyncil, and ordered the faid Bill 
with the Amendments to be ingrofled. Read a firft time 
the, Bill for regulating the Militia in England, and order- 
ed ita fecond reading. ‘The Prefs for Seamen conti- 
nues' very hot on the River, in orderto mann the Ships 
of War, now fitting out in, his Majelty’s Yards, and fe- 
veral more Men of War are ordered to cruize immedi- 
ately, to crud the Infolence of the French Privateers, who 
have greatly injured our Trade during this Rebellion, 
and.the threatened Invatfion from France. _ It is faid there 
will be a Lottery for 00,000, and that there will be 
raifed one Million upon Annuities for Lives; and thag 
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the Merchants are firmly refolved to advance the Mo- 
néy forsherly propofed to the Government. 

This Day his Majetty camg to the Houfe of Peers, 
and gave h’s Royal Affent to the Bill for eftablithing the 
Bans Contracts, alfo that, relating to the Horn Gatile, 
and to that relating to the Lords of Seffion in Scotland, 
and to ¢ private Bills.
